For it is impossible for any college 
to adhere to a high standard without the total support of 


its student body. 


Out of 768 day students, 175 turned out to vote— 
less than 23 per cent. Twenty-three per cent interest in 
the matter of choosing officers of the student government.

Two years ago last July, four-and-a-half year old 
Nancy Drury, of Louisville, Kentucky, was stricken with 
the dread poliomyelitis. Little hope was given for her life, 
or at the best she would be a hopeless cripple. 

Today, Nancy stands as a symbol of the miracles 
which can be accomplished in the lives of small children 
everywhere. Thanks to the National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis and the March of Dimes, she now has 
almost normal use of her limbs. With the physical-therapy 
treatments and hot packs, along with her own cheerfulness 
and determination, little Nancy has proven that the fear- 
ful disease can be conquered. 

This small, dark-eyed little girl, who still has a muscle 
weakness in her right leg, has been selected by the Foun- 
dation as the 1947 polio-poster girl to symbolize this year’s 
March of Dimes. Infantile paralysis is no discriminator of 
persons. It strikes in the poorest hovel, as in the mansion 
on the hill. 

It is up to us, the fortunate, who have never known 
the agonies and terrors of a small child who is told he may 
never run and play again. How can we help? By support- 
ing the March of Dimes, and enlisting in the fight against 
infantile paralysis—B.G.

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Lal Chand Mehra Addresses 
Assembly On India Politics 


“India wants a government ‘of 
the people, by the people, and for 
the people.’ ’’ This was the climax 
of the speech given Wednesday by 
Lal Chand Mehra, who spoke at 
the assembly at the Baptist 
church. 

Mr. Mehra’s speech was charac- 
terized by the present unsettled 
political situation in India. He 
gave a brief history of India as 
a background to these conditions. 

He stated that the different re- 
ligious factions in that country 
were the cause of the political 
strife. His reason for this was that 
the British government was play- 
ing one against the other. 

According to Mehra, Gandi the 
Indian Nationalist leader has 
spent 12 of the past 27 years in 
prison because of his actions in 
creating passive resistence move- 
ments against the British. He said, 
“Anyone in India who has not 
been in prison has _ something 
wrong with him.” 

He closed with the thought that 
it is the hope of all Indians that 
there will be a free India.

Dies Suddenly 


Fred Newcomb III, 29, pub- 
lisher of the Fruit and Vegetable 
review and a former jaysee stu- 
dent, died suddenly at his home 
in Orange on January 11. 

Newcomb, who founded his 
magazine at the age of 22, gained 
for it national and international 
circulation among persons’ in 
fruit and vegetable producing and 
marketing. He attended jaysee 
in 1936 and 1937 and graduated 
from Whittier college.

He is survived by his wife, 
Elena, and baby daughter Susan.
